Mr. Winter appeared for the prosecution. 

In a statement to the Court the defendant objected to 
the proceedings on the grounds that his accuse@gwere not 
vresent and that he had been arrested after interviewing 
lir. Jamieson, British Consul, whom he requested to send 
him back to Hongkong. He further demended his immediate 
release which Mr. Morris refused to entertain. Following 
this he r-ised the question of bail which hr. Morris intimated 
would only be granted in a very large emount and promised 
to consider the question if the original warrant did not 
arrive from Hongkong within the neriod of remand. 

The defendant also requested that Mr. Jamieson be 
subpoenaed to attend the next hearing. Mr. Morris reserved 


his right to do this if he thought necessary.
